Jumbo Jet 
Catches Fire, 
Nobody Hurt 


I-ONDON (AP) - The 89 pas- 


sengers aboard a 747 just ar- 
rived from Los Angeles slid 
clown escape chutes today when 
the jumbo jet's inner port en- 
gine burst into flames. 


"We looked out the window 


and saw a giant flash and a 
huge sheet of flames," one pas- 
senger aboard the Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways plane said. 


The 
passengers, 
some 
in 


near-panic, took off shoes and 
wrapped themselves in blankets 
for the slide. Several suffered 
minor cuts and bruises. Two 
fainted. 


Capt. Bob Marshall, the pilot, 


said he planned to restart the 
engine to snuff the fire but de- 
cided to open the escape hatch- 
es when some passengers grew 
excited. 


"If the fire had occurred in 


flight I could have put it out by 
increasing the revolutions of the 
engine," he said. 


The plane had been on the 


ground about two minutes. 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration in the United States 
earlier this month praised the 
747's safety record and said en- 
gine overheating was not a 
problem. That statement came 
after the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board said 747 en- 
gine fires had been caused by 
"near critical temperature con- 
ditions." It urged the FAA to 
act to prevent recurrences of in- 
cidents such as had occurred 
aboard 747s belonging to Ameri- 
can Airlines and Air France.

D.C. Officers 
Wounded by 
Shotgun Blast 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


District of Columbia policemen 
were wounded by blasts from a 
shotgun early today in what a 
police spokesman said was a 
"completely unprovoked" act. 


The pair, Donald W. Ramsey, 


22, and Ralph Gilmore, 23, were 
struck by pellets fired from a 
car as they patrolled in south- 
east Washington. A car pulled 
up next to the officers and three 
blasts were fired, the spokes- 
man said. 


Gilmore fired twice at the car 


as it sped off, but it was not 
known whether the car was hit. 


Both patrolmen were treated 


for minor leg wounds and re- 
leased from Washington Hospi- 
tal Center. 


MOSCOW (AP) - U.S. con- 


suls who visited the two Ameri- 
can 
generals 
whose 
plane 


crossed the Soviet-Turkish bor- 
der reported today that they, 
their pilot and the Turkish offi- 
cer with them are in "good 
health." 


The U.S. Embassy gave no 


other information on the visit 
Monday by the two consuls to 
Maj. Gen. Edward C.D. Scherr- 
er, chief of the U.S. military 
mission in Turkey, and Brig. 
Gen. Claude McQuarrie Jr. But 
it said the consuls expected to 
see them again today in Lenina- 
kan where their small plane 
landed six days ago just inside 
Soviet Armenia and some 1,200 
miles south of Moscow. 


The U.S. government said tlie 


violation of Soviet air space was 
"clearly accidental," due to bad 
weather, 
and asked for the 


speedy release of the four men 
and. the plane. But a blast in 
Tass gave no indication that the 
kremlin was preparing to let 
them go. 


The Soviet news agency said 


the Foreign Ministry presented 
notes to the governments of the 
United 
States 
and 
Turkey 


strongly protesting the "unlaw- 
ful intrusion" of Soviet territo- 
ry. The notes said the intrusion 
was "not a chance violation of 
Soviet air space" but was a "di- 
rect result of the general mili- 
tary 
activity 
of the 
United 


States in areas adjoining the So- 
viet Union." 


"In the last three years alone 


there were more than 10 unlaw- 
ful violations of the Soviet Un- 
ion's air space, and appropriate 
representations were made in 
connection with them to the 
American side," the note to 
Washington said.

Turkish bases "for reconnais- 
sance and other hostile actions 
directed against the Soviet Un- 
ion and countries of the Middle 
East of the American U2 spy 
plane which was a rude violation 
of norms of international law and 
was condemned by the entire 
world public."

STOCKHOLM (AP) - The 


1970 Nobel Prize in physics was 
awarded jointly today to a 
Frenchman and a Swede at the 
University of California's San 
Diego branch. But the Swede's 
wife refused to wake him up to 
tell him he was $40,000 richer. 


"It's too early in the morn- 


ing," the wife of Prof. Hannes 
Alfven told a newsman who tele- 
phoned their home in La Jolla 
at 3:35 a.m. PST. "It's too early 
—he's still asleep." 


Mrs. 
Alfven hung up, then 


took the phone off the hook. 


Prof. Alfven shared the prize 


with Louis Neel of Grenoble 
University. 


The last Nobel award of the 


year, in chemistry, also was an- 
nounced today and went to a na- 
tive of Paris now living in Bue- 
nos Aires, Argentina, Prof. Luis 
F. Leloir, for his discovery of

School in Stockholm. He once 
threatened to emigrate to Amer- 
ica unless the Swedish govern- 
ment gave him a professorship 
with adequate funds for his re- 
search in plasma physics. The 
government complied. 


Neel, 66, is a native of Lyon 


and a graduate of the Ecole 
Normale Superieure in Paris. 
He worked at the University of 
Strasbourg's Weiss Laboratory 
for research in magnetism from 
1932 until 1945, when he went to 
Grenoble. There he is director 
of the National Advance School 
of Electrotecnnics, Hydraulics, 
Radioelectricity 
and 
Applied 


Mathematics.

More than a million used glass 
bottles and jars collected by 
Southern Californians have gone 
into the nation's first city street

industrial area, is a result of

sponsored research 


begun three years ago at the 


University of Missouri. 


The problem: do something 


useful with waste glass and thus 
reduce 
America's 
mammoth 


trash problem. 


One solution: blend 12 parts 


broken glass, six parts stone 
dust, one part asphalt and a half 
part lime, producing the new 
surfacing for roads. 


Researchers said glasphalt 


passed all significant tests be- 
fore being tried here, although 
they will watch the street care- 
fully to make certain jagged 
edges do not result which could 
puncture tires.

His father, Jack Quarry, 
shouted, "If you go back in that 
ring you'll never fight again." 


So ended Quarry's third fail- 


ure in a big fight. He lost a 15- 
round decision to Jimmy Ellis 
in the World Boxing Association 
Title tournament after Ali was 
deposed and he was knocked 
out in seven rounds in a title 
fight with Frazier with whom 
he was trying for a rematch.

of the NCAA presented its sug- 
gestion Monday to the powerful 
18-man governing Council of 
the NCAA. 


The Council scheduled a news 


conference at noon to announce 
its decision on whether to pre- 
sent the committee's plan to 
the next convention of 
the 


NCAA for discussion. 


An informal poll of several 


council members Monday night 
found most of them receptive to 
the idea. 


The proposal would limit the 


number 
of scholarships 
any 


NCAA member could give to 30 
in football and six in basket- 
ball. The other half of the two- 
prong plan would set up a for- 
mula under which a school 
could give a student only that 
financial help he needed. 


The need would be based on 


the federal income tax return 
of the student's parents. Once it 
was determined how much the 
family could accord to pay 
each year, the family would be 
expected to pay that amount no 
matter which school was cho- 
sen, with the selected school 
making up the difference in the 
form of an athletic scholarship. 


Conferences currently 
limit 


the number of scholarships their 
members can grant but the limit 
varies widely among conferenc- 
es. Some independent schools 
reportedly give as many as 50 
football scholarships annually. 


Athletic scholarships normal- 


ly pay room, board, books and 
tuition, plus a small monthly 
allowance for such incidenals 
as laundry. 


Another suggestion presented 


by the Financial Aid Com- 
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mittee 
would 
require 
each 


member school to issue 
its 


scholarship 
invitations 
the 


same day and allow a one-week 
period 
for 
the 
recipient to 


choose which school he would 
attend. 


Once that decision was made 


the athlete would be ineligible 
to play for another school.

A Few Kitchen Tricks 


Slash Food Calories 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Are you fighting the battle 


of the bulge? The successful 
battle plan begins in the 
kitchen. If you prepare the 
right foods in the right way, 
you can cut down on your 
calories and eat just as 
much. 


There are only a few 


points you need to follow, but 
these must be followed regu- 
larly. Remember that all fat, 
saturated, unsaturated, or 
polyunsaturated, is l o a d e d 
with calories. Concentrated 
carbohydrates, 
• particularly 


sugar, are small calorie 
bombs. Sugar contains prac- 
tically no water, unlike pro- 
tein foods or vegetables, and 
is almost all calories—with 
little else included. Cut down 
on sugar and fat if you want 
to hold down on the calories. 
Use lean meat, fish, vege- 
tables and fruits. 


In general, it is best not to 


fry foods. Fried meat retains 
more of its fat than if it is 
broiled. If you must fry—do 
it greaselessly, if possible. 
The next best thing is to fry 
in unsaturated fat, such as 
corn oil or safflower oil 
That won't help eliminate 
calories but it will eliminate 
dangerous saturated or solid 
fats. 


In order to limit the intake 


of saturated fats, substitute 
corn or safflower oil in all 
recipes that call for shorten- 
ing or fats. The amount of 
oil necessary is usually a 
little less than the amount of 
solid shortening or fats rec- 
ommended. You can convert 
many recipes this way. In 
some instances, the fat isn't 
that necessary. Try some of 
your favorite recipes with 
less or no fat. 


Don't use more than three 


egg yolks a week. Avoid reci- 
pes calling for egg yolks or 
try it without them. You can 
use egg whites—almost all 
protein—without any 
trou- 
ble. 


For cooking, nonfat dried 


milk is wonderful. You can 
make white sauce with it 
and flour—no grease is nec- 
essary. You can beat up a 
stiff mix and use it for a 
cream substitute. It is very 
versatile and a good source 
of protein without fat. 


If you have a sweet tooth, 


eat some dietetic food or 
prepare your own with sugar 
substitutes. 


Roasting is a good tech- 


nique. When the roast is 
about two-thirds cooked, set 
it in the refrigerator to cool. 
When the fat forms on the 
top of the drippings, remove 
it and then finish your roast. 
The nearly fat-free 
juices 


can be used to make gravy 
if you desire. 


Boiling is almost a lost art 


in the American kitchen. It 
is an excellent way to com- 
bine meat and vegetables. 
Let the water and juices cool 
—remove the layer of fat 
and reheat. 


If you prepare your own 


lood and are careful what 
you select, you can eat bet- 
ter and still not get loo many 
calories. Kitchen power is a 
good s u b s t i t u t e for will- 
power

Radar Vs. Motorist 


Citizen Haines, given a ticket 


for speeding, determined to fight 
his case in court. At the hearing, 
officers relied on radar evidence 
to prove the charge against him. 
According to radar, Haines had 
indeed been travelling well over 
the speed limit. 


But the police overlooked one 


thing. They failed to produce evi- 
dence that their radar equipment 
was in good working order on the 
day Haines was arrested. Result: 
he won an acquittal. 


This case illustrates how the 


law, 
while accepting the benefits 


of technical progress, is also con- 
cerned with fair play for the in- 
dividual. Almost everywhere, in 


traffic cases, courts will insist on 
evidence that the radar equip- 
ment was working properly when 
it was put to use. 


Today it is standard practice 


for such equipment to be checked 
regularly. Usually this is done by 
tuning forks or by clocked road 
tests. Even so, some motorists, 
still not convinced, have chal- 
lenged the entire principle of ra- 
dar, calling it too experimental to 
be trusted in the courtroom. 


In an earlier day, the law loo 


was skeptical about radar as a 
scientific principle. But now that 
skepticism 
has 
largely 
disap- 


peared. As one judge put it: 


" X - r a y s , electrocardiograms, 


time by watches, identity by fin- 
gerprinting, and ballistic evidence 
are freely accepted in our courts 
for their general reliability, with- 
oul the necessity of expert testi- 
mony as to the scientific princi- 
ples underlying them. The use of 
radar for speed detection may 
now be said lo fall in this cate- 
gory."

Spray Painting Calls 
For Proper Techniques 


By MR. FIX 


Aerosol spray cans have 


come a long way since the 
old bug bomb, the spray can 
containing an insecticide. 


Everything from paint to 


cosmetics is in spray cans 
now. 
You can varnish, wax 


or lubricate with the push of 
a button. 


In painting, spray tech- 


nique is available to every- 
one without the need to in- 
vest in expensive equipment. 
However, this is strictly for 
small jobs. Paint purchased 
in this manner is far more 
expensive than buying it in 
cans and brushing it on. If 
you must do a lot of spray- 
ing, 
buy paint the regular 


way and rent a sprayer. 


For small jobs, however, 


the extra expense may be 
worth it to you if time is im- 
portant. There also are prod- 
ucts that should be sprayed 
on for best results. Fast-dry- 
ing lacquer is one such prod- 
uct. It is difficult to brush 
on without marks and bub- 
bles. 


Don't use a spray can of 


paint the way you would an 
insecticide. The sprayed ma- 
terial cannot be allowed to 
drift all over the air. 


Most spray cans work the 


same way. Remove the cap 
and there is a button that you 
press down with your finger 
to release the spray. The 
material comes out of a tiny 
hole in that button. Remem- 
ber where the hole is and 
keep it lined up with your 
work. 


The can must be shaken 


thoroughly before using. That 
little metal ball you hear 
clanking away inside is to 
help you mix the paint as 
you shake it. 


Check any other instruc- 


tions the manufacturer has 
provided, such as tempera- 
ture at which to use the prod- 
uct and the temperature at 
which it can be safely stored. 


Before you paint, try the 


spray can. See what shape 
pattern you get by working 
it out on a piece of card- 
board. Check the heaviness 
of the coating at various dis- 
tances. 


When you paint, work from 


left to right. Move the can 
across the surface in an arc. 
Don't twist the can. Move 
the can past the right edge 
before releasing the button. 


Overlap the first 
stroke 


with the second by about a 
third. Hold the can at right 
angles. Tilting it will result 
in thicker paint at 
some 


points and running. 


Use plenty of old news- 


papers and masking tape to 
protect surfaces surrounding 
the one you are painting. 


Work in an area that is 


well-v e n t i 1 a t e d but not 
drafty. Most painting prod- 
ucts are inflammable. Turn- 
ing them into a fine mist 
makes them even more dan- 
gerous. 


When you have finished 


spraying, turn the can over 
and press the button a few 
times. This will clear it of 
material and keep it from 
clogging. Then cap the can 
and store it away out of 
reach of children.

"The Russians should be giv- 


en a gold medal for winning 
protests," said William McMill- 
an of Turtle Creek, Pa., bronze 
medal winner in the standard 
pistol match which, by the way, 
was finally decided Monday, 
after four days of haggling. 


But it was not all won in jury 


meetings, although they result- 
ed a few additional points for 
the Soviets here and there, and 
a medal or two. The Russians 
performed powerfully on the 
line in a meet which produced 
20 medal-winning countries. 


Russia had 19 gold, 16 silver 


and 9 bronze; followed by the 
United States with 12, 14 and 9. 


In the final day's competition,

Pollution Control 


The local Soil Conservation 


Service recently designed and 
supervised the construction of a 
sewage lagoon for a 540 hog 
parlor on the Charles Gwinup 
farm in the Patmos area. 


The lagoon was built with the 


assistance of an ASCS program 
designed to prevent pollution of 
streams, and is the first of this 
type to be constructed In the 
state under this program. 


The design is a tank type pond 


with 260 cubic feet of storage per 
hog, 
with an eight inch diameter 


clay tile pipe leading from the

hog parlor to the middle of the 
tank. Pictured above, the eight 
inch tile lays on a platform of 
creosoted material out to the 
middle of the tank so the solid 
material is dumped in water. 
The bacteria breaks the solids 
down to a solution and gives off 
gas. This keeps down odors and, 
according to Gwinup, has taken 
90 per cent of the flies away from 
the parlor. The material kept 
under water prevents flies from 
laying their eggs and raising in 
the material. The lagoon is

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Few Changes 
in legislative 
Branch 
LITTLE KOCK (AP) _ The 


Constitution of 1970 proposes 
few major changes in the legis- 
lative branch of state govern- 
ment, but supporters feel the 
alternations that were made 
would create a more broadly 
representative, reasonably paid 
and publicy conducted General 
Assembly. 


Provisions of the legislative 


section of the proposed consti- 
tution would: 


—Require single-member leg- 


islative districts so that every 
legislator will represent about 
the same number of constitu- 
ents. 


—Permit the legislature to 


set the salaries for the follow- 
ing biennium of its own mem- 
bers, who now receive $3,600 a 
biennium. 


—Allow the legislature to hold 


regular session each year, in- 
stead of every two years, if the 
General Assembly decides an- 
nual sessions are needed to con- 
duct an ever increasing amount 
of state business. 


—Increase the membership of 


the House from 100 to 102 and 
reduce the number of senators 
from 35 to 34. 


—Permit the legislature by 


petition of three-fifths of the 
members of each house to call 
itself into special session with- 
out waiting for the governor. 


—Prohibit secret meetings of 


any official legislative commit- 
tee of either house. 


The proposal to break up 


multimember 
legislative dis- 


tricts and require single - mem- 
ber districts had wide support 
at the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, which finished its work 
earlier this year. 


Including among the support- 


ers were the Arkansas Farm 
Bureau Federation, which be- 
lieves single-member districts 
will cut down the power of ur- 
ban areas and give rural areas 
greater voice in the legislature, 
and Negroes. Negro groups see 
the single-member district con- 
cept as a chance to elect blacks 
to the legislature in some areas.

years after a government is 
elected from January to March 
to give a new governor more 
time to prepare his legislative 
program. 


The document also 
would 


give local governments the au- 
thority to pass laws locally to 
handle their problems, subject 
to restrictions that the legisla- 
ture might impose. This pro- 
posal would free the legislature 
of the task of taking care of 
such problems as setting the 
hours and pay of county and 
city workers that annually clut- 
ter the legislative sessions. 


The proposed constitution 


would require a three - fifths 
vote of both houses to levy a 
tax or increase an existing tax. 


Currently, all taxes such as 


the income tax that were in 
existence in 1934 may be in- 
creased only by a three-fourths 
vote of both houses. 
Other 


taxes, including the 'sales tax, 
may be increased by a simple 
majority. 


Constitutional Convention del- 


egates felt that by making uni- 
form the vote required to enact 
any tax the legislature would 
not favor one tax over another 
because it might be easier to 
pass.

Five in Calif. 
Mansion 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (AP) - 


The bearded young man ac- 
cused of murdering five persons 
at a luxurious hilltop mansion 
denies doing it, public defender 
James Jackson says. 


Jackson, court-appointed to 


defend John Linley Frazier, 
said at a news conference Mon- 
day his client has told him he 
did not kill the victims and 
didn't know them. 


Frazier, 24, was arrested last 


Friday as he slept in a dilapi- 
dated cowshed where he lived— 
less than a half mile from the 
mansion where four days ear- 
lier five people were found shot 
dead and thrown into a swim- 
ming pool. 


The victims were Dr. Victor 


Ohta, 45, his wife, Virginia, 43, 
their sons Derrick, 12, and Tag- 
gart, 11, and his secretary, Dor- 
othy Cadwallader, 38. 


Jackson said Frazier's actions 


"are not like those of a normal 
person ... He does not under- 
stand the gas chamber. And he 
does not know right 
from 


wrong." 


The attorney said Frazier's 


personality "changed radically" 
after an auto accident last May 
in which he suffered a head in- 
jury. 


One person, described as a 


close friend, told a newsman 
that Frazier 
was "a 
fairly 


straight family-oriented sort of 
a guy" until about May, when 
he quit his job as an auto me- 
chanic and "turned almost over- 
night into another wired-up hip- 
pie." 


He separated from his wife of 


four years a short time later. 


Jackson 
said 
he 
had no 


immediate plans to change Fra- 
zier's "not guilty" plea to a plea 
of insanity because he feels the 
evidence is all circumstantial. 


But Jackson said David Mar- 


low, former chief of the Univer- 
sity of California psychology de- 
partment on the Santa Cruz 
campus, had talked to Frazier 
four times and "is expected to 
testify that Frazier is not men- 
tally competent."

American party nominee for 
governor. 


Rockefeller said his aides had 


attempted to work out final ar- 
rangements with Bumpers sev- 
eral times but Bumpers was not 
cooperative. 


The governor predicted that 


he would win election to a third 
term and urged the crowd to 
give him a majority of the votes 
so he 
would 
have 
greater 


strength to deal with the legis- 
lature. 


He denied charges that he 


was seeking a third term so he 
could have a majority of the ap- 
pointees on state boards and 
commissions. 


Rockefeller said he did not 


want another term so he could 
control the state government, 
but wanted to be re-elected "so 
the people can control." 


Earlier in the day, Rockefel- 


ler told a crowd of Southern 
State College students at Mag- 
nolia that National Guardsmen 
would be armed with live am- 


munition if they were called 
upon to quell campus disturb- 
ances. 


In a remark aimed at Bump- 


ers, the governor said, "Nobody 
knew much about him before 
the campaign, and frankly, I 
haven't been able to find out 
much about him yet." 


During a couple of stops on 


his swing through South Arkan- 
sas, Rockefeller derisively lik- 
ened Bumpers' radio programs 
to the reading of the comic strips 
on the radio_by the late New York 
Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia in the 
1940s. 


He also chided Bumpers' use 


of his public relations man, De- 
Loss Walker, in the taped radio 
shows in which Bumpers an- 
swers questions asked by Walk- 
er. 


"I am not asking anyone to 


come up here and give me lead- 
ing 
questions," 
Rockefeller 


said. 


He also challenged Bumpers' 


newspaper advertisements, par- 
ticularly 
those 
suggesting 


Bumpers' interest in the elder- 
ly. Rockefeller noted that em- 
ployes at a nursing home in 
which Bumpers has a half in- 
terest were paid 50 cents an 
hour. Rockefeller asked if any- 
one who did that could have 
compassion for people. 


Rockefeller told students at 


Southern State that his wealth 
proved that he had the "know 
how to run something bigger 
than a nursing home that pays 
its employes 50 cents an hour." 


The governor also stopped at 


Camden and Warren and urged 
voters in both towns to support 
the proposed new constitution. 


"Anyone over 10 years old 


can realize there are problems 
in Arkansas, but what we want 
to know is how to solve them," 
Rockefeller said.

and members of government," 
said Mayor Jean Drapeau in an 
interview, "you can rest as- 
sured that those who have ille- 
gal purposes in the United 
States would do it. 


"Someone hearing about what 


has happened here will start 
doing it." 


Asked whether he or his po- 


lice know of any ties between 
the terrorists of the Quebec Lib- 
eration Front—the FLQ—and 
radical or terrorist groups in 
the United States or elsewhere, 
Drapeau said: "My opinion is 
that these groups are full of 
men who do a lot of traveling. 
And they don't travel to Rome 
to see the Pope." 


As 
two 
bodyguards 
stood 


nearby, Drapeau said the FLQ 
has prepared a list of govern- 
ment figures and others it wants 
assassinated in an attempt at 
revolution. "My name is on 
top," said the mayor, who was 
re-elected in a landslide vote 
Sunday.

Cross on Oct. 5 and Quebec La- 
bor Minister Pierre Laporte five 
days later.

Getting Out 
of U.S. Is 
Very Easy

WASHINGTON (AP) _ For a 


fugitive seeking refuge abroad, 
getting out of the United States 
is "incredibly easy," say gov- 
ernment officials. 


If his political leaning is ac- 


ceptable to the nation where he 
wants to go, passage is practi- 
cally assured. 


"All you've got to do is walk 


across the border, go to the Cu- 
ban embassy and say you want 
to go to Algeria," said one U.S. 
official who asked not to be 
identified. 


In recent months, a number of 


fugitives from American justice 
have followed that or similar 
scenarios, among them Black 
Panther leader Eldridge Cleav- 
er and LSD advocate Dr. Timo- 
thy Leary. 


Escape routes are available to 


radical fugitives through both 
Mexico and Canada, according 
to government sources. In most 
cases the next stop is Cuba; for 
some, like Cleaver, it is on to 
Algeria.

Constitution of 
1970 


(TO BE VOTED ON IN GENERAL ELECTION NOVEMBER 3, 1970) 


Below are the significant provisions of the 
1970 Constitution 


pertaining to: 


PUBLIC EDUCATION 


The General Assembly mandate to provide for a system of "free public schools" is 


continued, with the added provision that it may provide "such other educational institutions 
as may be desirable. 


The principle that "all such schools and institutions shall be free from sectarian control" 


has been added. 


The principle of securing public school property and money for educational purposes 


is retained, but a provision is added allowing school boards to permit the use. of school 
property for other public purposes. 


The General Assembly is directed to provide for the "orderly development, coordination, 


financing, and expansion of higher education.." The provisions of Amendment 33 pertaining 
to the abolition or alteration of the boards or colleges and universities is continued. 


The provisions of Amendment 52 (the junior college amendment) and Amendment 53 


Uhe kindergarten and adult education amendment) are retained. 


The General Assembly is mandated to provide for the education of handicapped and 


gifted children. (A provision in the General Provisions article provides for the care of 
the mentally ill and uneducable handicapped). 


The provisions of Amendment 40 pertaining to school district property taxes is retained 


substantially unchanged. Provision is made for a special election whenever an emergency 
exists as a result of destruction of or damage to school property. 


Educational agencies are specifically exempted from the executive reorganization pro- 


visions unless included by the General Assembly. 


The Governor has the same authority over educational agencies under the proposed 


1970 Constitution that he now has under the 1874 Constitution.

general election will win even 
though he may not have a ma- 
jority vote in his race. 


The law, Act 465 of 1969, re- 


quired a majority vote for elec- 
tion to offices of governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, secretary of 
state, treasurer, auditor and at- 
torney general. It provided that 
if no candidate receives a ma- 
jority vote in the general elec- 
tion a runoff would be held two 
weeks later between the two 
candidates who received the 
highest number of votes. 


The Supreme Court decided 


the act in a brief order. The 
court said an opinion would be 
issued later. 


The law was anacted because 


the appearance of third-party 
candidates could result in a 
candidate's taking office with- 
out receiving a majority. This 
possibility exists this year be- 
cause of American party can- 
didates for governor and lieu- 
tenant governor.

Cheyre, who heads the investi- 


gation into the slaying, did not 
elaborate in his announcement 
Monday. But he said that "only 
a few details are lacking." 


Schneider, 57, was shot last

A state of emergency 
was declared after Schneider 
was shot, and police said Mon- 
day that more than 250 persons 
had been picked up for question- 
ing. They said 30 remained in 
jail and that the rest had been 
released. 


A midnight-to-dawn curfew 


imposed under the state of 
emergency remained in effect 
Monday night. The first curfew 
connected fatality was recorded 
early in the day when a military 
patrol shot and killed a bank 
employe. Police said the man 
ignored an order to stop his car 
at a checkpoint. 


Two other persons, one an air 


force lieutenant colonel, were 
shot and wounded for the same 
reason during curfew hours Sun- 
day, police said.

Officials in the state GOP or- 


ganization refused to let report- 
ers look at the reports of any 
Republican candidates. 


The reports are required this 


year for the first time under the 
Arkansas Election Code adopt- 
ed in 1969. Sunday was the 
deadline for submitting reports 
on expenses up to the prefer- 
ential primary of Aug. 25, but 
officials in both parties said 
some reports had not yet been 
received. 


Bumpers reported total ex- 


penditures of $97,796.11 for the 
preferential primary campaign. 
The total includes not only the 
amounts spent through his own 
campaign organization but also 
sums discovered when Bump- 
ers' staff surveyed news media 
and others to determine what 
might have been spent 
for 


Bumpers without his knowl- 
edge. 


The Election Code says the 


reports shall be filed with the 
secretaries of the respective 
parties and shall become part 
of their records. 


Howard Vance of Jonesboro, 


secretary of the 
Republican 


party State Committee, refused, 
however, to follow Benafields 
example when a reporter asked 
that the GOP records be made 
available for inspection. 


Vance said only a court rul- 


ing or an order from the Re- 
publican Executive Committee 


could force him to reveal the 
reports on Republican spending. 


Gov. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller, 


the Republican gubernatorial 
nominee, has refused to follow 
the example of Bumpers and 
has persistently turned aside 
requests that he tell how much 
is being spent in his campaign 
for a third term. 


Marion B. Burton, director of 


Rockefeller's campaign this 
year, rejected a reporter's re- 
quest Monday to see a copy of 
the spending report Rockefeller 
filed with Vance. 


"Under the circumstances, it 


would be a real stupid thing to 
do, 
I think," 
Burton said. 


"There's no way of knowing 
how honest other people have 
been. If they falsify their re- 
ports, our spending would look 
out of line. They would beat us 
over the head with it."

Kent were given publicly have 
pleaded guilty to contempt of 
court charges. 


All persons connected with the 


grand jury are under court or- 
der not to discuss the disturb- 
ances. 


But over the weekend, Sea- 


bury H. Ford of Ravenna, a 
state prosecutor who aided the 
grand jury investigation, grant- 
ed an interview, and Kent geolo- 
gy Prof. Glenn Frank publicly 
took issue with it. 


Ford, 68, was interviewed by 


Knight Newspapers writer Wil- 
liam Schmidt. Ford said he 
should not have granted the in- 
terview but also claimed that he 
was misquoted. 


The story quoted Ford as say- 


ing Ohio National Guardsmen 
"should have shot all" trouble- 
makers at Kent State. It ap- 
peared Saturday in the Akron 
Beacon Journal. 


The Beacon Journal quoted 


Frank as saying he was speak- 
ing out "in contempt of the 
naive and stupid conclusions of 
the special grand jury, specifi- 
cally as to the reasons for the 
May 1-4 disturbances."
